SHANGHAI. March 26—(AP)— 


The death of C. C Julian, who 
made millions in oil and died in 
poverty, was coldly and officially 
recorded in a Shanghai public mor- 
tuary today 
Julian arrived in Shanghai a year 
ago In default of $25.000 ball in 
Oklahoma where he was charged 
with fraud in connection with his 
financial operations 
Julian's midnight dinner com- 
panion at the fashionable Astor 
House hotel, Leonora Levy, his sec- 
retary, was believed recovering to- 
day from the same potion that 
physicians said killed Julian 
In a hospital, she regained con 
sciousness yesterday afternoon Ion 
enough to tell nurses' 
"Julian said he would do it. 
did not believe him, but he did i 
.. He was a brave man." 
Miss Levy found Julian dying in 
his hotel room when she became 
alarmed at his prolonged absence 
after excusing himself from thei: 
table. After bursting into Julian'; 
room, the woman called hotel of1 
flclals. 


Girl Takes Poison. 


Miss Levy accompanied Julian to 
the hospital and remained outside 
his room until he died Then she 
returned to the hotel 
There she 
was found in a critical condition 
from the effects of the poison which 
killed Julian. 
It seemed likely that this man 


who once was a millionaire and 
who even to the time of his death 
claimed to own property in Cali- 
fornia and Oklahoma worth mil- 
lions, would go to a charity grave 
The undertaker said a group o: 
unnamed Americans had abandonee 
their plans to bury Julian upon the 
request of a Canadian, whose name 
was withheld, after the latter asked 
for the privilege of paying Julian's 
funeral expenses 
Julian's body lay today upon 
slab in a large darkened room with 
a cement floor. AbouC~it lay othei 
bodies of men of different races 
Chinese, 
Indian, 
Burmese 
and 
Malayan were but j>art of the na- 
tionalities 
represented 
in 
this 
strange, silent company. 


Nobody appeared to know or care 
that inside lay the body of the man 
who but recently said he would 
bring China prosperity through the 
development of her oil resources in 
a new concern he was organizing. 


Relatives Doubt Suicide. 


LOS ANGELES, March 26—OP)— 


A brother and sister of C C Julian, 
fugitive oil promoter who commit- 
ted suicide In Shanghai, today said 
they will "never believe he took his 
own life." 


"He lived a fighter," Mrs Violet 


Greenhow declared. "He never knew 
what it meant to quit, no matter 
what obstacles he faced. C. C. was 
a deep student of medicine and I 
know if he wanted to take his own 
life he would not take something 
that would cause him to suffer for 
hours before he died. If what he 
took caused his death, as the re- 
ports state, it was just an acci- 
dent."

Huge Mirror Is Cast For 


Telescope To Peep Into 


Untold Heavenly Wonders 


Cooling And Processing Of 200 Inch Reflector To 


Take Three Years—May Solve 


Theories Of Life On Mars 


COKNING, N. Y. March 26—(AP) 


—A huge telescopic eye the largest 
ever made and expected to reveal 
vast, uncxpored depths of the uni- 
verse, cooled slowly today 
In its 


honeycombed mold in preparation 
for the final stages of a costly 
astronomical experiment. 


Twenty tons of molten blue-white 
glass were pouied /esterday into the 
brick mold at the Corning glass 
works 
When finally fashioned by 


annealing and grinding 
into a 
titanic disk, 200 inches in diameter 
and 26 inches deep, it will be fitted 
into a telescope in California. The 
process may take three jears. 
The disc will be twice as large as 
any other 
The mirror, when fin- 


ished four years hence, will reach 
depths of the void more than one 
billion, light years distant. 
The 
most powerful astronomical eye now 
in use, at Mount Wilson, California, 
throws back images only 300,000,000 
light years distant. 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE. 
(Associated Press Science Editpr) 
The 200-inch telescope will be an 
energy-measuring engine a daring 
venture into a new kind of "seeing," 
and not the huge magnifying glass 
it is popularly supposed to be. it is 
true that this telescope could bring 
the moon to within a few miles of 
its eye-piece, and Mars close enough 
to recognize a city if any existes 
there. 


Not For Human Eyes. 


But strange to say, human eyes 
will never see, with normal vision, 
the objects in space so greatly 
magnified, and for the same reason 
that you cannot see the spokes of a 
wheel, or the designs painted on 
them, when they move too fast 


The motion which forever blurs 
the magnified celestial images is not 
their own speed, bat is the quivering 
of the earth's •atmosphere. A light 
ray coming down from the "city" 
on Mars is bent and twisted by each 
change.in temperature and density 
m the earth's air, until it literally 
dances.. 


Even the unaided eye sees this 
vibration in the twinkling of stars. 
When a telescope magnifies the moon 
or any celestial object it also magni- 
fies the dancing of the light 
In 
small telescopes this does not inter- 
were with better seeing 


Interference Increases. 


But the interference rises rapidly 
with greater magnification In fact, 
present 
telescopes 
already have 
passed this limit so far that it would 
be of little use to build a 200-inch if 


it had to be used like Galileo's in- 
sti unicnt. 


The 17-foot mirror will collect 


four times as much light as the 
world's largest 
telescope 
These 


light rays will not be magnified any 
more thay in present telescopes 


But when focused 
on 
photo- 
graphic plates and on recently made 
detectors they will reveal objects m 
space four times farther out, will 
probe a volume of space 30 times 
greater and will take pictures 10 
times as fast. 


See Back Billion Years. 
The additional information astron- 
omers can get rfrom this quadrup- 
ling of light is stupendous. They 
probably 
will photograph star 
clouds 1,200,000,000 light years dis- 
tant. This means they will have 
pictures of those objects as they 
looked more than a billion years 
ago, when the light started earth- 
ward. 


These rays too faint for the eye 
or present instruments have been 
falling on earth ever since man 
existed, but until arrival of the 
200-inch he has had nothing power- 
ful enough to detect them and read 
their messages. 


If space is finite and curved, as 
Einstein says, the 200-inch is likely 
to explain the mystery. 
Astron- 
omers do not expect it to photo- 
graph the "outer edge" of space, 
yet if such an 
incomprehensible 
thing exists, the great telescope is 
likely to explain it. 


May Settle Theories. 


Many 
astronomers feel certain 
that the 200-inch glass will settle 
the question whether the universe 
« expanding like a bursting soap 
bubble and also bring a showdown 
on the arguments of some scien- 
tists who contend that certain neb- 
ulae seen off in the east are merely 
the light from known nebulae in 
the west, .light which has-gone com- 
pletely around Einstein's curved 
universe and is coming to us from 
behind like something .which went 
straight around the world. 
The 200-inch will collect not only 


four times as much light, but equal- 
ly four-fold heat, ultra-violet and 
infra-red rays In spectroscopes, 
photo-electric cells, vacuum tubes, 
amplifiers and galvanometers all 
these rays are analyzed and trans- 
lated into information as definite 
as vision. 


The 200-inch will show a little 
more definitely how much oxygen 
there is on Venus A little more 
clearly the temperatures, the red

Haynes Protests Relief 


Instead of Wages For 


Least Needy Men. 


Federal Relief Agent Haynes has 


not received authority which he had 
asked for in two telegrams sent to 
the national relief administration to 
waive the requirement contained in 
general 
orders 
of 
Administrator 


Hopkins that after April 1 any 
worker able to get along on 
less 
than 54 hours per month employ- 
ment, for a monthly total of $21.60 
in wages, would have to go on a re- 
lief list, instead of getting cash pay- 
ment for his labor. 
If this requirement cannot 
be 
changed, Mr. Haynes said, anyone 
working less than the minimum 
time stated will be given a store 
order for goods with the 
word 
"earned" stamped on its face. The 
state 
relief 
organization, he ex- 
plained, does not wish to make any- 
one feel that he is being made an 
object of charity merely because his 
needs may be less than those of 
others who are provided with more 
employment at regular cash wages.

ASKS EQUIPMENT 
IN GENOA SCHOOL 


Bryan Wires Congress- 


men To Seek Prevent 


Total Dismantling. 


Quick action at Washington to 


halt the removal of any more fur- 
niture and equipment from build- 
ings at the Genoa Indian school, 
whose premises and structures are 
being abandoned by the United 
States government and turned over 
to the state of Nebraska, is asked 
by Governor Bryan in the following 
telegram sent to Senators Thomp- 
son and Norris and to Congressman 
Howard of the third district: 


••This i< to advise that Immediate ac- 


tion on the part of Nebraska senators 
and congressmen Is necessary to prev-nt 
th» total dismantllnc of the Genoa Indian 
school buildings, wbich would make th*i 
almost useless from the state's stand- 
point. A visit by the board of control to 
Genoa yesterday developed that the fed- 
«ral government is tearing the seats loose 
from the floor in the auditorium and 
shipping them away. They have torn out 
the electrically operated sewing machines 
in the home economics department They 
arP tearing Out electric light fixtures. 
"They have practically taken out and 
shipped all household equipment with ex- 
ception of bedsteads and bedding where 
forty Indian children are still housed, 
and these will probably be shipped also. 
They are talcing all of the farm equip- 
ment anc! machinery. They have disman- 
tled th,. -shops. There is practically noth- 
ing left but the laundry plant and power 
plant and some kitchen utensil machinery. 
"It is probable from what is going on 
at Genoa that all these will be stripped.

W. J. Wooly, Detroit, dined and 
chatted with Mr. Hoover.

The EOvcrnrn'-nt recognized such 
liability and assumed it. 
The state com- 
Dcnsat'on law is clean cat in the matter 
and unambiguous. The Supreme court has 
already passed upon th. compensability of 
relief workers. Senter vs. City of Lincoln 
is an instinct. Senter was a relief work- 
er, given employment at a wage, and the 
Supreme court decreed his compensabillty 
rested, not upon the bails of one day's 
earning power, but a six-day earning 
power.

SNAKE OIL DOCTORS.

OLONEL McCORMICK is troubled sorely. Noth- 


ing in Washington satisfies him. and when he 


turns west, his dyspepsia becomes aggravated. It has 
broken his heart that the federal government will 
spend 15 millions in developing two projects in this 
state. But let the colonel tell it in his own way: 


Senator Norris of Nebraska had the 
galleries 


snickering when he reminded the republican reg- 
ulars in the senate that their Mr. Hoover had 
negotiated the St. Lawrence treaty wluch they 
had just voted down. 


The joke is even better than th-.-.i,. Their Mr. 


Hoover negotiated the treaty in order to win the 
agrarian west and northwest. A half million dol- 
lar fund had been spent in convincing the wide 
open spaces that the seaway was what they 
wanted. One of the states which the treaty was 
supposed to hold in the republican column was 
Nebraska, and one of the senators whose support 
Mr. Hoover hoped to win was Mr. Norris. 
The 


offer was handsome, but it didn't fetch either 
Nebraska or Mr. Norris. 


Nebraska has been seduced a good bit from 


time to time. On the record, Nebraska must be 
regarded as about the easiest seducing in the 
union. When it comes to yielding, Nebraska 
yields to any one or no one, as the case may be. 
Mr. Hoover's St. Lawrence treaty was just the 
kind of store candy which ordinarily arouses all 
of Nebraska's maternal instinct. 
Unfortunately 


for Mr. Hoover, he had everything but It. This 
proves that Nebraska, which has taken up with 
all sorts of Snake Oil doctors, does draw the line 
somewhere. 


Mr. Hoover got the cool Nebraska air, but his 


successor has fared better. He got Nebraska and 
he has Mr. Norris. Where Mr. Hoover preferred 
only a seaway, Mr. Hoover's successor has named 
a dam in the Tennessee valley after the distin- 
guished senator and, as a further stimulant to 
the affections, has not only offered but actually 
given to Nebraska not one but two expensive if 
somewhat superfluous water power plants all for 
herself. 


Why Mr. Norris should want to have a pile of 


useless masonry in the Tennessee valley named 
for him is one of those things that only a girl's 
heart can understand. The darn will be * last- 
ing monument, not to say advertisement, of the 
beautiful if somewhat unconventional attachment 
of a nominally republican senator to a democratic 
administration.

HE colonel is a good man. but when it comes to 


seducing Nebraska, he has less political "It" 


than Mr. Hoover. In some unexplained manner, the 
state has succeeded in resisting his blandishments, 
even his alluring wisecracks. But there is this to be 
said for the colonel. He is a persistent cuss. Hell 
not take no for an answer. So long as repeal of the 
Eighteenth amendment and return of beer was an 
issue, the colonel wooed the administration. It ap- 
peared for a time that he was in grave danger of 
being seduced himself. But now that he has escaped 
that danger, he's out to tell the world there's the 
wiliest chap at Washington about to lead America 
astray. 


There Is one inexplicable phase which the colonel 


reveals. 


Re is the spokesman for the cornbelt. Chicago is 


the gateway to it. It would not be unreasonable to 
anticipate that the colonel might be sympathetic 
toward those measures which mean the upbuilding of 
the middle west. That is where his stake is. Upon 
its prosperity depends the great newspaper of which 
he is both owner and publisher. But no such luck.

But 
even among Canadians descended directly from Brit- 
ish and other E'-ropean stock, it is doubtful whether 
a majority favor the creation of a titled gentry, even 
though the designations may be empty ones so far 
as material perquisites and landed estates are con- 
cerned. 


The governor-general of Canada, sent by the king 


of Great Britain as his personal representative, is 
customarily a titled figure and he is accepted with 
respect and cordiality as a 
symbol of the empire. 


However, he is only a figurehead and possesses not 
the slightest shade of authority. His chief functions 
are to open parliament, deliver the "address" out- 
lining policies of the party in control as formulated 
by its leaders, and with his "lady" conduct the so- 
cial activities that go with his office. , 


Beyond that, and 
save that a visiting 
British 


nobleman would be shown the 
same courtesy as 


Americans extend to him in this country, the aver- 
age Canadian doesn't care to have any "Sir Henrys," 
"Earl So-and-So's," or "His Lordships" around. His 
viewpoint in this regard is American, and not Eng- 
lish. 


Some Americans, it is true, have a great weakness 


for titles. Witness, in point, our Kentucky "colonels," 
or the hardly concealed pleasure that many official 
personages derive from being called "Your Honor" or 
"Your Excellency." 
Even in small town communi- 


ties, the man whom his neighbors salute as "Doc," 
"Judge," or "Squire' feels that he is looked up to as a 
rather superior fellow—as he often is, in fact.

Following two years of large adverse balances, which

Its 
difficulties arose out of the fact that imports of 
goods far exceeded exports and it was faced with the 
necessity of liquidating the difference by an outflow 
of capital from its own country in tbe form of for- 
eign investments. The only arenaes otherwise open 
for balancing accounts was in the revenue collected 
on passage of foreigners on merchant ships and in 
the profits of British bankers arising from interna- 
tional exchange transactions. 


The British seemingly had but one choice, and that 


was to cut down imports. 


Prior to 1931 for several years, its imports aver- 


aged annually >Tgmd 2 billion dollars more than 
exports. 


About that time, the McDonald government began 


negotiating reciprocal 
trading agreements with 


Canada. Australia, and New Zealand. The imme- 
diate effect was observable in the declining trade 
which America enjoyed. Canada, for cxampte. was 
one of tack Sam's best customers. Tbe trade 
It is not to be assumed that the Canadians quit 
dropped until it was but a shadow of its robust self. 
consuming merchandise, but on the contrary, trade 
with the mother country increased. British exports 
to all of the colonies have gained greatly, while im- 
ports were reduced. 


Mr. Roosevelt has shown himself to be a shrewd 


trader. It is a highly significant development that 
the administration is giving more and more attention 
So the problem o* foreign trade and paying 3«s and 
less attention to what was heralded as a plan to pat 
America solely on the basis ol sett-con&iaxnent.

QUESTION. 


Since the United States did not 
ratify the Treaty of Versailles—as 
Germany some times reminds us— 
have we any right to demand that 
Germany shall not rearm? 


ANSWER. 


We have. In our own peace treaty 


with Germany, signed on August 25, 
1921, Article 1 accords to the United 
States all the rights and advantages 
of the Treaty of Versailles. Article 
5 of our treaty reads as follows: "In 
order to render possible the initia- 
tion of a general limitation of the 
armament of all nations, Germany 
undertakes to observe the military, 
naval and air clauses which follow." 


Nothing could be plainer 
than 
that and if Hitlerism means a re- 
arming Germany it can only be ac- 
complished in defiance of both the 
treaties mentioned. Germany should 
know by now that signed obligations 
cannot always be treated as scraps 
of paper with impunity. The fact 
is, however, that a general disre- 
gard for the spirit of international 
covenants, and in some specific in- 
stances an open violation of the let- 
ter of those covenants, is universal- 
ly practiced. The excuse for such 
behavior is fear, the sense of inse- 
curity and suspicion of neighboring 
and even distant nations. 
Japan 
and the 
United States are now 


watching each other's movements 
with uneasy eyes. Not even the Pa- 
cific can effectively reconcile them 
to disarmament. On the contrary, 
its wide waters hinder that recon- 
ciliation. Great Britain's present ad- 
ministration is also asking for a 
large increase in air fleets. 


When Germany is reminded 
of 
her treaty undertakings she replies 
"Physician, heal thyself." Why not? 
If one country is not to be entrust- 
ed with the means to wage war 
neither is another, and this obser- 
vation applies the world 
around. 


The disarmament medicine forced 
down Germany's throat by the old 
treaties in question would be a 
helpful dose for those who pre- 
scribed it.

No one can plan a diet unless he 
understands the general orjnciples 


i of nutrition and dietetics, and there 


I is no single hard and fast diet for 
lany condition. This even includes 
so strictly a dietetic question as dia- 
betes. The diet for a diabetic de- 
pends upon the diabetic himself. A 
hundred people with diabetes might 
have a hundred different kinds of 
diet. 


Dr. Bogert starts out with the 


consideration of the slender person, 
and gives a word picture of this 
group, to which, he says, both him- 
self and Colonel Charles A. Lind- 
bergh, with over 25,000,000 other peo- 
ple in the United States belong. 
"They are the kind of folks that get 
things done, but they often use up 
a lot more energy in the process than 
they need to. They tend to be high- 
strung, sensitive, ambitious and 
quick — the race-horse type. After a 
fine spurt they are apt to be ex- 
hausted and may be irritable." 


These people have certain physio- 
logic peculiarities which account a 
good deal for their psychology ana 
for their activities. One is that the 
lack .of body fat tends to allow their 
organs to sag so that they easily 
become tired. 


Apparently their ductless glands. 
especially the thyroid and adrenal. 
are over-active and cause them to 
be hteh strung. Finally, the diges- 
tive system is peculiar, and one of 
the reasons why it is so hard to 
fatten this type of person is because 
they have an unusually short mus- 
cular active intestinal tract, which 
may hurry food through the body 
before it is completely digested and 
absorbed. In a dietary way they 
need plenty of good nourishing food 
of all kinds. 


Dr. Bogert suggests the following 
sort of meal for this type of indi- 
vidual:

Wherefrom the Increases? 


Lincoln, Neb., March 24. 


To the editor of The 
Lincoln 
Star: Your news story of the con- 
dition of our three big national 
banks, responding to the call ol 
March 5, and published last evening, 
is certainly most gratifying and en- 
couraging. But one could make 
further deductions from the figures 
published if in addition to those 
given, we were told the amount ot 
resyves held against the deposits. 


The item of "resources" means 


very little until we are told of wnat 
the resources consist. Tne item ol 
"loans." $7,064,208 in 
the 
three 


statements is, of course, a part ol 
the grand total of S34.806.696 of re- 
sources; but there is a remainder of 
S27.742.488 which doubtless 
con- 
sists of "till money," banking house 
and fixtures, investment securities 
(including government issues) de- 
posits in other banks and the re- 
serves held at the Kansas City Fed- 
eral Reserve bank. But you could 
not well cover all these in a short 
news story. 
The reduction of $171.482 in the 
loans item is the one discouraging 
feature of this otherwise excellent 
snowing. The Continental National 
made the s'ignt increase of $7,517 
in the period December 30,1933 to 
March 5. 1934, an average of less 
than $116.00 per day for the 65-day 
period: but the other two banks 
contracted their loans at the com- 
bined rate of about $2.754.00 per day 
for the penod, counting 
Sundays 


and holidays. 
Again disregarding Sundays 
and 
holidays when the banks are not 
open for business, the "deposits" 
item shows an average daily In- 
crease of more than $1.000. Is it pos- 
sible that the grand total of $6573.- 
558.00 increase in deposits repres- 
ents that much additional money 
dug out of safety 
deposit boxes. 
teapots and old socks? Hardly like- 
ly. It most probably for the most 
part shows an increase of country 
bank balances and United States 
deposits to cover part of the $5.700,- 
000 of new Federal securities pur- 
chased in the 65-day period. 


It is probably true, as the bakers 
asset, -"that demand for credits is 
still quiet" and it will probably be 
quiet for a good while to come if 
the rigid rules are maintained ex- 
cluding "capital" loans from com- 
mercial banking. Not that I snould 
favor long-term loans secured by 
real estate mortgages for the com- 
mercial bank: but very many good 
short-trrm loans may be somewhat 
infected by the "capital" germ. U 
the uses for which the loan is re- 
quired are examined closely. Aside 
from the big department stores, the 
wholesale houses, the automobile 
agencies, the commercial loans is ' 
limited here in Lincoln.

CHICAGO, March 26—(AP)—As- 


surance that the federal government 
is doing everythi g possible to help 
the farmer reap the maximum ben-s- 
fit from the liquor manufacturing 
market was given today by John E. 
Dalton, a member ot the federal 
alcohol control administration . 


Dalton addressed a meeting of the 


presidents and secretaries of the 
jlowa, Missouri, Nebraska, Minnesota, 
Ohio, Wisconsin, and Illinois farm 
bureau federations. 


Only about three per cent of the 


beverage alcohol made in this coun- 
try is distilled from molasses, said 
Dalton. He estimated the possible 
grain market cut off by the use of 
molasses by distillers as not more 
than 5,000,000 bushels. 


Most of the molasses alcohol, he 
said, goes into the manufacture of 
gin. He asserted that the use of 
molasses alcohol in whiskey is negli- 
gible.

City Approves Plans 


Of State. 


An early start on construction of 


the new bridge across the Rock Is- 
land tracks at Sheridan Boulevard 
appeared assured Monday as the city 
announced successful acquisition of 
the right-of-way and the state's 
plans were approved by the city 
engineer and city council. A for- 
mal contract between state and city 
remains to be ratified. 


Delayed By Right-of-Way. 


Approving the contracts by the 


city has been delayed several weeks 
because of difficulties that arose in 
connection with obtaining a right- 
of-way for the approach to the 
new bridge, which will be about 
100 feet north of the present struc- 
ture. The cost of the bridge and 
the approaches will be 844,276. The 
Cochrane Construction Co., was the 
low bidder on the paving, and the 
Wickham Bridge and Pipe Co., of 
Council Bluffs on the bridge. 


There also was difficulty in get- 


ting the Rock Island railroad com- 
pany to share the expense of the 
.right-of-way in an amount bslieved 
by the council to be fair. The com- 
pany finally agreed to pay $2,000. 
An additional $250 will be paid by 
the city from the road and park 
funds. This was to acquire a small 
tract which is to be parked. 


No sooner had these obstacles 


been overcome, however, when an 
agreement was reached with the 
Lincoln Traction Co., to remove its 
car tracks from their present loca- 
tion and build a new bridge near 
the new highway structure. Im- 
mediately, property owners along 
Sheridan boulevard made claims for 
damages.
